STORM IN THE EAST 
DOES BIG DAMAGE 


SAVAGE GALE AT ATLANTA 
CITY, N. J. 


St. Louis, Mo., June 15.—An effort is 
being made to rally the opposition to 
McKinley on the ground that the Mc­ 
Kinley managers object to the use of 
the word “gold” in the platform. The 
Reed men are in the forefront of the 
movement 
and 
an 
announcement 
which it is claimed was made by Mark 
Hanna to a number of gold-standard 
men is the cause of the activity of the 
anti-McKinleyites. Mr. Hanna is said 
by the anti-McKinley men to insist 
that the words “present gold standard” 
shall not appear in the financial plank. 
No sooner had this word gone out than 
the gold men who are not tied down by 
instructions became active. The Reed 
men took the lead. They now say that 
they made a serious mistake in not 
putting the speaker of the house for­ 
ward as the out-and-out gold candi­ 
date. The developments of the move­ 
ment are expected to be highly sen­ 
sational. 
The Reed men went to Mark Hanna 
and denmanded a definite declaration 
on the money question. 
The demand 
was more in the nature of a challenge 
than a request. The telegraph instru­ 
ment in Mr. Hanna’s private room was 
busy for a short time, and then the 
answer came back. 
McKinley accept­ 
ed the challenge, it is claimed, and said 
he would fight for his original position, 
which he considered sound. The anti- 
McKinley men will attempt to make 
the most of Mr. Hanna’s alleged re­ 
fusal to accept the extreme gold plank. 
The Reed men and Morton men were 
notified to rally under a “gold” ban­ 
ner. There will be half a dozen con­ 
ferences at which plans will be ar­ 
ranged. 
Word was sent to Senator 
Quay that he would be expected to take 
a hand in this fight, but he refused 
to enter into any combination for the 
purpose of opposing McKinley. If the 
gold-standard men cannot force the 
candidate to 
accept 
their 
extreme 
plank they intend to embarrass him in 
every way possible during the conven­ 
tion. 
It is the general impression that the 
convention will adopt the gold stand­ 
ard, notwithstanding what Mr. McKin­ 
ley wants. If this is done, it is said on 
good authority, it will not be in the 
majority report of the committee on 
resolutions 
that is adopted. 
Others 
do not think that the gold plank is so 
liable to go through the convention. 
G arrett A. Hobart seems to have the 
inside track for second 
place, 
with 
Dingley of Maine being pointed out as 
a man whom it will pay to watch in 
the future conferences of the managers 
at the convention. 
Mr. Morton and 
most of the New York candidates are 
considered 
impracticable. 
Republic­ 
ans are guessing who will be nomi­ 
nated. 
No one believes for a minute 
that anyone can break up the McKin­ 
ley torchlight procession. 
His nomi­ 
nation appears so certain 
that 
his 
friends do not 
exert themselves to 
shout for him. 
The city is full of candidates 
for 
vice-president. 
Nearly 
every 
state 
deelgation can produce one candidate 
for this office, and some two or three. 
New York leads the list with five, but 
all are likely to be disappointed, be­ 
cause the McKinley managers have de­

Attempt To Destroy the City’s Water 
Supply Almost 
Succeeds—Yellow 
Fever Is Prevalent and a Smallpox 
Epidemic Is Threatened—Dynamite 
Used by the Insurgents. 


Atlantic City, N. J., June 15.—With 
cyclonic force a terrific wind and rain 
storm from the north burst upon this 
city at daybreak Sunday morning and 
for three hours raged with unabated 
fury. 
Big trees were torn up by the 
roots or snapped off short, 
awnings 
were demolished, a yacht was sunk 
at the inlet, men were blown 
over­ 
board from the inlet wharf and the 
new board walk, the IOO feet high brick 
stack of the Edison 
electric 
light 
works was blown down and completely 
demolished, and houses throughout the 
city rocked and shook like aspens. 
Sleep was impossible to the 50,000 
residents and visitors in the city, and 
the hours which fell between the first 
onslaught of the storm and the break 
of dawn were fraught with terror. 
Beginning early Saturday evening, a 
gentle patering rain fell throughout the 
night, but there was not a particle of 
wind until about 3:30 o’clock in the 
morning. 
Then a howling, shrieking gale of 
wind, traveling at the rate of eighty 
miles an hour, issued from the north 
and dashed down upon and overthrew, 
leaving a wide train of destruction in 
its wake. 
The first obstructions which the gale 
met as it came dashing over the five-1 
mile stretch of 
meadows 
were 
the 
buildings in and about the inlet. These 
are probably the most 
substantially 
built buildings in the city, having been 
erected with a view of withstanding 
the hardest storm. 
But they proved 
an easy prey to the gale. 
Almost the entire north side of the 
inclosed outer pavilion was crushed 
in like paper at the first onslaught of 
the wind, while the heavy timbered 
railings along the outer sides of the 
pavilions and wharves were wrenched 
off and sent whirling away into the 
inlet.

Havana, June 16.—This city was 
startled and alarmed Saturday night at 
9 o’clock by the noise of two successive 
explosions, which shook the ground for 
a long distance and was heard for sev­ 
eral miles. 
Consternation prevailed for a time, 
as it was feared that this was a prelude 
to an attack or series of similar explo­ 
sions. 
Excited throngs rushed to the streets, 
while an armed party proceeded in the 
direction from which the detonation 
had been heard. 
It was soon found that the stone 
bridges of Christina and Concha and 
the aqueduct of Fernando Septirao 
were the points that had suffered from 
the dynamite. 
The bridges were patially destroyed 
and the pipes on the aqueduct, upon 
which the city is dependent for its 
water supply, were much damaged. It 
cannot yet be stated how extensive is 
the damage done or how long it will 
require to repair it. 
There is no doubt felt that the dyna­ 
mite 
which 
caused this wreck was 
placed by agents of the insurgents. It

city were shattered by the reverbera­ 
tion of the explosion and some market 
structures were also badly damaged. 
The greatest apprehension is felt on 
aocount of the secrecy and effective­ 
ness with which the insurgents have 
been able to carry out the attack. 
It is believed that the insurgents are 
bfflit upon investing Havana by cutting 
off as much as possible the supply of 
necessities, though not by actually be­ 
sieging it. 
All fruits and vegetables and fresh 
meats are unprecedentedly high priced 
and difficult to obtain and milk is o! 
the poorest, such as is brought in being 
much adulterated before it is delivered 
There is much fever, and smallpox 
has broken out here, and, in the un­ 
wholesome state of affair#, threatens to 
j become epidemic. 
Many are suffering 
from measles, 
and there is much intestinal trouble 
among the inhabitants owing to poor 
and 
insufficient food. The failure of 
the water supply under these condi­ 
tions is a dire calamity. 
It is the announced intention of the 
authorities to continue the campaign 
against the insurgents in spite of the 
unhealthy, rainy season having set in, 
and additional troops are in the field 
at Pinar del Rio, with the purpose of 
running down and surrounding An­ 
tonio Maceo. 
It is evident, however, that the in­ 
surgents themselves are preparing to 
enter upon a more aggressive plan of 
action, and the gathering of insurgent 
forces in Puerto Principe and Santa 
Clara is believed to be a prelude to 
another 
raid 
westward in force by 
Maximo Gomez. 
The presence of this combined in­ 
surgent force in the neighborhood, and j 
even in the outskirts of Havana in the 
next month, is a condition that must 
probably be counted on.

ognition; and 
W h e r e a s , Under the present policy of the 
treasury departm ent of the United States in 
pa>ing its obligations in gold alone, thereby re 
pudiatingtho silver dollar,--although the act of 
congress expressly declares that those obliga­ 
tions shall be paid in botli gold and silver coin 
at the discretion of the secretary of tile treas­ 
ury—the gold reserve fund has repeatedly be­ 
come exhausted, resulting in the issue of bonds 
in the vast sum of upwards of four hundred 
million of dollars, In times of \ eace, in order to 
m aintain the gold standard, thereby incurring 
a heavy national debt and obligation to foreign

Goods Valued at About $700 Stolen by 
Robbers, Who Left Absolutely No 
Clue Behind, and Took the Best 
Pieces in the Store—Police Are at 
Work. 


Clever thieves robbed J. M. Bost­ 
wick A Sons’ dry goods store, some­ 
time between Saturday night and this 
morning. 
Silks valued at about $700 was the 
booty they received. 
The discovery was made this morn­ 
in g by Miss Inez Wilbur, who works 
in the silk department of 
((the big 
store.” 
She was engaged in dusting 
the shelves in her department this 
morning, when she happened to notice 
that two of 
the small shelves were 
empty. 
An investigation was then 
made, and it was found that a largo 
quantity 
of 
goods was 
missing. 
The cloth had been taken away in full 
bolts, and nothing but silk had been 
touched. 
Dress goods, 
which were 
displayed in the Bame department, had 
no charm for the robbers and had not 
been disturbed by the thieves. 
Value E stim ated a t #700. 
The exact value of tho goods taken, 
could not be stated. 
A rough esti­ 
mate was made, however, and the sum 
was placed at $700. The robbers were 
judges of silk, for the goods taken 
were the best in the store and worth 
from $1 to $2 a yard. 
The robbers 
picked out late patterns and staple 
goods, so that they would have no 
difficulty in disposing of the booty. 
The curtains that were hung before 
the shelves when the store is closed, 
to protect the goods from dust, were 
not removed, so that the theft was 
not discovered until Miss Wilbur went 
to work this morning. 
Chief Acheson, Officer Hogan and 
Sheriff Appleby were on the scene 
soon after the theft was discovered, 
and made a careful examination of 
the premises. They could find no clew 
however. 
Did a Sm ooth Job. 
How the robbers got into the store, 
and when the job was done, is a mys­ 
tery. 
The police hunted the building 
over from cellar to garret 
without 
finding any evidence of force having 
been used on either window or door. 
Neither was there anything to indi­ 
cate when the job was done. 
It is evidently the work of profes­ 
sional crooks, and probably done by 
men who made silk stealing a speci­ 
ality. 
If they did the work on Satur­ 
day night or Sunday morning, there is 
scant hope of catching them, ae they 
would have had time to reach Chicago, 
‘-/cruse” th ©-plunder, and go into hid­ 
ing.

Its inventor contended that I 
if the circulation of the blood was im­ 
proved fat would be eliminated. 
He 
prescribed mountain 
climbing, be­ 
cause, as he said, “the force required 
to raise the body to a great height en­ 
tails the destruction of large quantities 
of fat.” All the “systems” involve as 
much exertion as the fat man can take 
without exhaustion. 
Mountain climb­ 
ing is excellent, but not always possi­ 
ble. 
Any walking in the open air is 
good in its way, and the bicycle is a 
boon. 
But, after all, there can be no 
cure without a diet. All the diets re­ 
strict the quantity of fluid to be taken, 
especially with meals. Here is a sys­ 
tem credited to Schweninger: Moder­ 
ate exercise for an hour before break­ 
fast, after a cold bath, with friction. 
Breakfast, 8 o’clock—Meat and eggs or 
milk, followed 
by 
a walk. 
Second 
breakfast, 10:30 o’clock—Meat or fish 
and a glass of white wine.

Supper, 7 
o’clock—Meat and fruit

or 
salad, with a glass of white wine. No 
other fluid is allowed with meals, and 
bread only sparingly. 
Bread, by th9 
way, is a form of food which, together 
with sugar, the fat man must eschew.

Passed by a British Skipper and Her 
Is a Theory. 
Capt. Darley, of the B ritish freight 
steam ship Dovedale, which recently ar 
rived at Rouen from New Orleans, prob. 
ably was somewhat surprised to see in 
mid-ocean on February 27 a tree, ap­ 
parently of tropical origin, th at was 
itili fresh and green. He supplemented 
with no theories the rem arks in his log 
that he passed in “latitude forty-five 
degrees, forty-five m inutes, longitude 
thirty-five degrees thirty-seven min­ 
utes, a tree about twenty-five feet long 
and fifteen inches in diam eter.” 
It is possible th at Capt. Darley may 
be versed in the drifting phenomena of 
the deep. If he isn’t, he may be pleased 
to know that the shellback navigators 
hereabouts, 
who 
have 
seen 
many 
strange sea changes, have a few things 
bo say about his tree. 
The place he 
saw it is 500 miles northw est of the 
Azores, and nearly midway between 
Boston and Southampton. 
It Is 
im­ 
probable (the natural dogm atists would 
say impossible) for a tree to drift away 
from the Azores against a current that, 
in the neighborhood of the picturesque 
islands, flows w ithout a change to the 
southeast. 
The tree was strongly under the in- 
fleunee of the southerly edge of the 
Gulf Stream when Capt. Darley steamed 
close to it and made a note on’t. N atur­ 
ally, the m arine quidnuncs surmise 
th at it came from some point along a 
land border of the wonderful ocean cur­ 
rent. 
Plainly the tree 
could 
not 
have 
drifted from the neighborhood of Cape 
Race (which is about 750 nautical miles 
miles west of the point where Capt. 
Darley saw it), as it was not the kind 
of a tree th at grows in northern lati­ 
tudes. 
The suggestion th at it might 
have been from a submarine forest was 
scorned by the navigators, because no 
sailorm an, nor any kind of a man, eve* 
heard of that kind of a forest. It was 
unquestionably, so the sharpest of the 
experts said, a relic of a floating island 
th at became detached from shore some­ 
where south of Jacksonville. 
The island may have started from 
one of the Bahamas. Perhaps it floated
